CO Recalls 
His First 
Anza Days 


Maybe it was the weekend 
rain or the fact that his tour 
of duty at Camp Anza is al¬ 
most completed, but at any rate 
Colonel Earle R. Sarles was in 
a reminiscing mood Monday 
morning. 

His first glimpse of Camp Anza 
on the morning of February 9, 
1943 will always stay with him. 
“If ever there was a Sad Sack, 
Camp Anza was it when I first 
saw it,” said the Colonel. 

It had been raining about a 
week and this budding installa¬ 
tion was virtually what it used 
to be—a lake. 

“My first words were that they 
should have called this Lake Anza 
instead of Camp Anza,” the Col¬ 
onel remarked. “There wasn’t a 
culvert in camp, only a ditch. 
With no drainage whatsoever, 
the week's rain had inundated 
most every spot in camp. I had 
the engineer cut the roads open 
to get rid of some of the water.” 

After a short but wet tour of 
the camp property Colonel Sarles 
returned to the LAPE where he 
was acting Inspector General for 
five weeks. “I was CO of Camp 
Anza on paper as of February 9 
but it was not until the 15th that 
I moved in to stay here,” said 
the Colonel. 

Lumber Eyesore 

Another major problem con¬ 
fronting the new CO was the 
lumber piles in “our front yard.” 
“It was an eyesore to everyone 
passing camp. I tried for weeks to 
get the area engineer to move it

He holds the per¬ 
manent rank of Colonel in the 
National Guard. He was com¬ 
missioned in the infantry October 
1, 1940, and inducted into the 
federal army with the same rank 
on February 10, 1941 as com¬ 
manding officer of the 164th Reg¬ 
iment. Colonel Sarles expects to 
complete the separation process 
on the 15th. He will be on ter¬ 
minal leave for four months.

Fire Damages 
Barrack Here 

Largest blaze at Camp Anza in 
three years Friday afternoon par¬ 
tially destroyed a station comple¬ 
ment barrack before being 
brought under control. 

Starting from an oil heater, 
the blaze spread rapidly, dam¬ 
aging building 707 and destroying 
quartermaster equipment and per¬ 
sonal property. Damage to the 
building was estimated at $500. 
The fire was brought under con¬ 
trol 12 minutes following tha 
alarm, Fire Chief Jerry Renck re¬ 
ported. The blaze was discovered 
at 1558. 

The flames spread after a fuel 
tank on the stove became dis¬ 
lodged, pouring the heating oil 
onto the barrack floor. GIs wera 
given temporary quarters in an¬ 
other building.

the stuffing out of the Japs at 
Leyte and Okinawa. 

Four years had intervened 
since Col. Sarles and General 
Bradley had met. 

On December 17, 1941, Colonel 
Sarles reported with his 164th 
Infantry Regiment (North Da¬ 
kota National Guard unit which 
had been federalized) to General 
Bradley at San Francisco. 

The general was wearing only 
one star at that time, Col. Sarles 
recalled. 

"Our regiment had been train¬ 
ing at Camp Claiborne with the 
34th Division and was rushed to 
defend the West Coast in case of 
attack.” 

Gen. Bradley was chief of staff 
for Lt. Gen. DeWitt, Commander 
of the Fourth Army and the West¬ 
ern Defense Command. 

"My first orders from Gen. 
Bradley” said Col. Sarles, "was 
to activate the northern defense 
area of the communication zone. 
In addition to his own regiment 
he commanded two other infantry 
battalions and three MP bat¬ 
talions, with headquarters in 
Walla Walla, Washington. After 
setting up the zone in February 
Col. Sarles and his regiment were 
hastily shipped to the Pacific to 
join Gen. Patch and his task 
force. 

General Bradley missed Col. 
Sarles as he departed from camp 
last weekend so left him the fol¬ 
lowing message: 

Dear Sarles— 

Sorry I couldn’t see you to say 
"adios.” It was nice to see you 
again and I appreciate the many 
courtesies you and your staff have 
shown me. You have a most effi¬ 
cient set up and are to be con¬ 
gratulated.

out of here. Finally, when the 
first big shipment of troops ar¬ 
rived I orderdR the engineer to 
have his trucks here one morning 
and a regiment of GI’s loaded 
those trucks with that lumber in 
no time.” 

"With that lumber yard gone 
Anza was beginning to look like 
a military post,” the Colonel 
added. 

Next Project 

The next project on Colon<^^ 
Sarles’ list was to build up the 
post roads and construct an ade¬ 
quate drainage system so that the 
next rainy season would not find 
Camp Anza under water. 

Major Spielman, first post en¬ 
gineer, did a good job, according 
to the Colonel. 

Work started in December, 
1943 and by spring of ’44 the 
roads were fixed up and the 
drainage system installed, said 
the Colonel. It cost $40,000 to 
build the roads, about $82,000 
for the drainage. 

Lowered Lake 

It was necessary, said the Col¬ 
onel, to lower the lake near the 
sewage disposal plant five feet 
and install spillways. Formerly 
the lake was so high that the 
runoff water would not run into 
it, explained the Colonel. 

"When this work was complet¬ 
ed we had a going installation.” 

Early in 1943 Capt. Wayne 
King, Army musical director from 
Washington, D. C., toured Anza. 
Colonel Sarles pointed out the 
need for a military band at this 
post as a morale booster for em¬ 
barks. Captain King, following 
Colonel Sarles’ suggestion, a^^ 
ranged for the transfer of a bai^P 
from Camp Claiborne, La. Since 
then the camp band has proved an 
outstanding success, receiving 
numerous military and civilian 
commendations. 

Farewell Party 

Saturday, three years to the 
day Colonel Sarles set foot in 
Camp Anza, he will be given a 
farewell party at the Officers 
Club. 

It not only marks his exit from 
Camp Anza but also from mil¬ 
itary life. "I am going on 34 
years of commissioned service,” 
said Colonel Sarles, but actually 
he has been in and out of service 
since 1905 when he first enlisted 
as a private in the North Dakota 
National Guard. He was first 
commissioned a Second Lieuten¬ 
ant March, 1906. 

Federal Duty 

His federal service includes 
active duty in the Mexican Bor¬ 
der incident, the first and second 
World Wars. He had continuous 
service with the 164th Infantry 
from May, 1922 to Decem¬ 
ber, 1942. 

When the 164th was federal¬ 
ized he commanded it at Camp 
Claiborne, La., while in trainidM^ 
with the 34th Division, and tq^B 
it to the West Coast right aix^^ 
Pearl Harbor. 

CO of 164th 

From December 26, 1941 until 
March 1, 1942 Col. Sarles, in 
command of the 164th, activated 
and commanded the Northern 
Defense Area of Communica¬ 
tions Zone, Western Defense 
Command, comprising states of 
Washington, Oregon, Montana 
and Idaho. He relinquished 
command on March 1 to accom¬ 
pany his regiment ‘ on tropical 
overseas service. 

In the Pacific he commanded 
the Southern Sector of the Amer¬ 
ican Task Force, New Caledonia, 
from May 1, 1942 until October 6, 
1942. In addition to commanding 
the Southern Sector, he was CO 
of the 164th Infantry until Nov. 
26, 1942. 


469 Generals Busted 

WASHINGTON (CNS) — Only 
761 of of the 1550 generals the 
Army had at its peak strength 
are left. The WD said 469 have 
been demoted, the others retired 
or relieved from active duty. Of 
the remaining generals, 500 are 
scheduled to remain after July 1* 
with 204 receiving demotions.

knew Zeke in North Africa, Sicily, 
France and Germany. 

“Right now,” Zeke writes in his 
fine Eye-talian hand, “I’ve got 50 
GIs I picked up overseas and I’m 
giving them a chance at pro ball. 
And out of these 50 men, I think 
49 will make good. So if you see 
any other GIs who think they can 
play ball, tell them to come to 
Minneapolis this summer and I’ll 
give them a chance.” 

Zeke was discharged last fall 
after 4 years in the Army, 3 of 
them overseas. He holds the 
Legion of Merit for his work in 
North Africa where he turned the 
old Oran race-track into a ball- 
yard and organized a Gl-world 
series, a GI Rose Bowl, and even 
a couple of camel races.

Air Project Returns Here; 
388 Vets Flown East Daily 

Always on the move, Camp Anza’s Air Project offices 
returned to the post last week after being located almost 
a month at LAPE in Wilmington. 

Previously the Project’s offices^>- 
were located first at Camp Haan, 
then at Anza, then back to Haan, 
again at Camp Anza, then to the 
Port, and now back to Anza. 

The Project is now flying 388 
debarking Pacific veterans to 
Eastern separation centers each 
day, a slight decrease in number 
as compared to December’s 476 
figure. 

Nine daily flights are being 
flown by Transcontinental and 
eight by Com-Air. The latter will 
be discontinued February 15, the 
70 per cent space on the com¬ 
mercial lines being released for 
civilian travel. The Transcon 
flights, however, will be contin¬ 
ued until the closing of camp. 

Of the number of men being 
flown daily, 284 travel by Trans¬ 
con and 104 by Corn-Air.

Embarkation At 
Anza Bs Halted 

Processing of embarkees which 
was formerly Anza’s primary 
mission in the war, officially 
came to an end last week with 
the inactivation of the Embarka¬ 
tion Command Group. 

Activated last October when 
the AAF, ASF and AGF com¬ 
mand groups were consolidated, 
the Embarkation Command 
Group’s first CO was Lt. Col.

When Anza’s emphasis was 
placed on the handling of debar- 
kees late last year the Embarka¬ 
tion Command Group was moved 
to the LAPE Staging Area at 
Camp Haan, returning to Area C 
a few weeks ago when the Haan 
areas were ordered abandoned. 

The last batch of embarkees to 
be processed by this station de¬ 
parted from camp on January 25. 
For the month 1,695 embarkees 
were handled. 


Some Civilians 
Must Wait for 
Fund Rebates 


Because War Department in¬ 
stallations were not made respon¬ 
sible for maintaining retirement 
fund records until July 1, 1943, 
Camp Anza civilian employes who 
were hired prior to that date will 
have to wait longer for their re¬ 
bate. 

Civilians employed before July 
1 must makb application for re¬ 
tirement fund refund directly to 
the Civil Service Commission in 
Washington. The refund will be 
mailed to them, but it may take 
several months before the check is 
received, according to Civilian 
Personnel Branch where applica¬ 
tions for refund may be obtained. 

Anza civilians hired after July 
1, 1943 will be refunded at this 
installation on application at ter¬ 
mination, providing an individual 
has not worked at another gov¬ 
ernment agency wherein retire¬ 
ment has been deducted from his 
pay check.
